The fourth project is the construction.and 
installation of a prefabricated water pressure 
booster station to hook on to the existing wa- 
ter line near the Charlevoix Transit building. 
The booster station is intended to provide 
additional water for the city industrial park if 
it is needed. 
The cost of the project is $197,000. DeVere 
Construction of Alpena was the low bidder. 
Total cost of all projects comes to 
$1,863,644, with components being funded 
through the State Revolving Fund, via the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Qual- 


ity.

the collegiate level, in 
1991 Porter decided to 
pursue a new direction — 
she accepted a position as 


a middle school teacher at 


White Cloud Public 
Schools in Newago 
County. According to 
Porter, the school con- 
sisted of 55 percent at-risk 
students, but if was a 
position she enjoyed 
because she felt she made 
a difference in the lives of 
children who really 
needed an adult figure in 
their lives. 

Porter has also ben- 
efited from her experience 
as a parent. She has 
raised three children — the 
youngest is now college 
age — and she said that 
being a mother has fueled 
her passion for education. 

She tries to bring that 
motherly attitude with her 
to school. 

“TY used to have three 
children, now I have 
400,” she says, 

Porter enjoys the 
middle school level 
because she says itis a 
crucial age in a child’s 
development. ‘Middle 
schoolers are children in 
adult bodies,” she said. 
“It’s a difficult age to 
teach and a difficult age to 
parent.”

School, Porter’s main goal 
is to create a friendly 
atmosphere for parents. 
Teaching needs to be a

said, because middle 
school students need 
guidance from a wide 
range of sources. To 
accomplish this, she plans 
on making the school 
always open to parents. 

“If parents can see what 
goes on in the classroom, 
they will know how to 
help at home,” she said.

Hansen said that many of the 95 or so artists being fea- 
tured are local, but others come from all over the country. 
Quite a few are returnees to the fair, citing the good sales 
at the fair for the reason for their return.

WATERMELON -

Despite its high water con- 
tent, this sweet summertime 
treat has considerable nutri- 
tional value.
